tils law practice until two weeks ago, 
and his fatal illness occupied only 
the last few days. 


Throughout the state he was known 


as one of the leading- democrats and, 
held office as alderman, city solicitor, 
state senator and representative, dis- 
trtct attorney and mayor, and on two 
occasions was candidate on the demo- 
cratic ticket for congress. 
Socially he 


was prominent, too, and his loss will be 
deeply felt, 


He was born in this city, son of Bclia 


Lathrop and Lucinda Russell LaUirop, 
Ills descendants on both sides were 
prominent and the first of the name In 
this country. Rev. John 
Low thro p. 


hinried in Boston in 1634 after fleeing 
from prison in Engianri, where he had 
been persecuted for dissenting from the 
established church. 


Edward was one of three children., 


the others dyins in childhood. Edu- 
cated in the public schools, he supple- 
mented his training by taking a course 
in the English and Classical Institute, 
ivhich was located on Pynchon street. 
\Viien 10 years old his family moved to 
West Springfield, but he continued to 
attend school here. 
In 1857 ht went to 


Montpelier, VU where for a year and a 
half he studied law in the offices of 
Merrill & TVlllard. 
Returning\to this 


city, he studied in the office of Judge 
Henry Vose and was admitted to the 
bar in December, 1S5?.

Chester and opened a law office, con-

why this force may not be supplied by 
a regular standing army of that num- 
ber constantly under arms. 
There Is 


no legal way that the National guard 
can. In lime of pence, be governed, of- 
ncered, or trained by the national gov- 
ernment; and there Is no legal way, 
excepting by volunteering, that It can 
be made available to the nation In time 
of war to any greater extent than speci- 
fied In tho constitution, which confess- 
edly falls short of the necessary uses 
to which an army may have to be put 
In the event of a war with a foreign 
nation.

GREECE REMAIN NEUTRAL 


VIENNA, by courier to Berlin, Dec. 


0. via London, Dec. 10.—It Is authori- 
tatively stated' hero that the central 
powers 
have- 
brought 
no 
pressure 


whatever to bear on Greece. The view 
is held thai the position o£ Greece is 
difficult In the highest degree "and that 
the Greek government Is endeavoring 
to preserve not only neutrality, 
but 


complete independence. The position 
is taken here, therefore, that pressure 
upon Greece la hardly called for and 
would even be useless so long as the 
Athens government Is able to assert 
its own interests. 
. The interest of the central powers, 
it is stated,' is merely that 
Greece 


shall remain neutral, no more and no 
less. 


It is held by officials that the fact 


that Greece gave'her consent for the 
entente powers to send troops across 
Greek territory and to take other mil- 
itary steps created a right for-the 
Teutonic and Bulgarian .troops, to do 
the same. Military experts here ex- 
press the belief that the entente pow- 
ers hardly will try to make good their 
reported threat to create a Gibraltar 
out of Salonikl, the geographical and 
political situation of that place being 
regarded as unfitted for defensive pur- 
poses. However, If the entente allies 
should try in this manner to create a 
base, It is declared, the artillery that 
reduced Antwerp would have some- 
thing to say. 


The. entente allies would err, it Is 


declared, in assuming that any under- 
taking In the Balkans would be too 
great for the central powers. The In- 
terests of Greece would in any case 
be respected, It Is stated, but the en- 
tente troops on Greek territory would 
be

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Mellen Says Former President 


Responsible for Exclusion of 
Steamship Feature in Bill 


NEW 
YORK, 
Dec. 9.—Theodore 


Roosevelt, as president, was 
respon- 


sible. Charles S. Mellen 
testified 
to- 


day, lor the failure o£ Attorney Gen- 
eral Ronnparte to Include the control 
of steamship lines as a part of the 
complaint in the bill 
of 
equity 
he 


filed against the New York. New Ha- 
ven & Hartford railroad In 1908 under 
the Sherman anti-trust law. This \vas 
the bill, chiefly directed against the 
New Haven'a control of the Boston &. 
Maine railroad which was withdrawn 
In 1503 by Attorney General Wlckor- 
eham. 


The testimony was elicited from Mr. 


Mellen as a part of the case for the 
defense at the resumption today of 
the trial of the eleven former directors 
of the New Haven railroad on 
the 


charge of criminal violation 
of 
the 


Sherman law. 


Mr. Mellen testified that the reason 


Col- Roosevelt ordered the exclusion of 
the steamship feature 
was 
because 


of a misunderstanding of what he 
(Mellen) had said at the Interview he 
had with the then president In 1507 on 
the question of the Now Haven's sell- 
ing all its steamship 
properties 
to 


Charles W. Morse. 
Mellen had previ- 


ously testified that Col. Roosevelt had 
not been In favor of the New Haven 
disposing of the properties to Morse. 
"At a later date," said llr. Mellen 


today, "Mr. Roosevelt felt that I had 
used what he said as a basis for going 
further than 1 was entitled to. I thlnlt 
he referred to our subsequent purchase 
of the Merchants & Liners' lines. 1 
was very much 
exercised over this 


misunderstanding and was not content 
to have him think I had taken advan- 
tage of him. I obtained from Herbert 
Knox Smith, (commissioner of corpo- 
rations, who was present at the in- 
terview) a memorandum of what had 
transpired, which sustained me 
and 


satisfied me that 1 was right." 


Mr. Roosevelt, the witnes continued, 
was not satisfied with this and exclud- 
ed from the bill of equity Hied against 
the New Haven during his administra- 
tion all-mention of steamship lines.

Franklin street lives a 17-year-old boy, 
who for live years has been performing 
aquatic deeds of rescuing lives 
that 


would have brought wicic recognition 
to the average person, but only the Im- 


lediate friends of this Ind and those 


- 'ith whom he wanders around during 
his leisure hours realize his prowess as 
a water expert. 


His name* Is William Foster. He is 


a deaf mute and the son of Mr. and -Mrs. 
Stephen P. Foster. Five times in the 
past five years this young man has res- 
cued alone or with the assistance of a 
companion, many persons whose lives 
were Imperilled by venturing too far 
beyond their depth or by other cause. 
Four other times he has been called to 
spotswheredrownjngaccfdenls occurred 
In the canals in this city and each time 
he succeeded in bringing the body to 
the shore; sometimes when life was ex- 
tinct and sometimes when there was a 
hope which faded away on account of 
slowness in the arrival of medical as- 
sistance or some other reason. 


Though young Foster has witnesses 


who have seen him execute his many 
rescues. It was learned yesterday that 
he is not entitled to a medal for any of 
his heroic deeds which have been 
praised by witnesses each time. Since 
he was a small boy young Foster has 
Veen an excellent swimmer, In fact, he 
has been the model of the other boys 
wherever he swims. 
For this reason

The firm signed it. and sent It back, 
accompanied by the usual bond anil 
the contract was signed at city hall. 
Then E. A. Wilson waited and con- 
tinued to wait for a call for the ce- 
ment. 
When patience ceased to be a 


virtue, the firm called up the purchas- 
ing agent about it and the latter in- 
formed them that Commissioner Morse 
had decided not to take the cement. 
B. A. Wilson then wrote to the city 
solicitor for the return of the con- 
trflct and their bond. 
In June the 


contract, with the names signed at city 
hall torn off. was returned together with 
the bonds. Since that time it is said tha 
sewer department has not hought a 
cent's worth of cement for the sewers 
and yet many sewers have been built. 
The 'inference is that the street work 
cement which Is more expensive than 
that used on sewer work was used on 
the sewers, which may or may not ac- 
count for the fact that the street pav- 
ns cost more than usual this year, 
despite the (act that over 9000 yards 
of paving were laid in Elm, Hale anrt 
Dutton streets without the use of any 
cement, and despite the provision of 
the charter that money appropriated 
for a specific purpose, such as streat 
paving, cannot he used for any other 
purpose, such as sewer work.

fact and their .minds closed to .reason 
by an abhorrence of what they term

ception of just what this means or 
how It should affect the proper con- 
sideration of the subject.

VIENNA SAYS INTEREST OF CEN- 


TRAL POWERS MERELY THAT 
GREECE REMAIN NEUTRAL 


VIENNA, by courier to Berlin, Dec. 


9, via London, Dec. 10.—It Is authori- 
tatively stated here- that the central 
powers have 
brought no pressure 


whatever to bear on Greece. The view 
is held that the position of Greece Is 
difficult In the highest degree and that 
tho Greek government is endeavoring 
to preserve not only neutrality, 
but 


complete independenc6. The position 
Is taken here, therefore, that pressure 
upon Greece Is hardly called for and 
would even he useless so long as the 
Athens government Is able to- assert 
JIB own Interests. 


The Interest of the central powers. 


It Is stated, Is merely that 
Greece 


shall remain neutral, no more and no 
less. 
.It is held by officials that the. fact 
that Greece gave her consent for the 
entente rowers to send troops across 
Greek territory and to take other mil- 
itary steps 'Created a right for the 
Teutonic and .Bulgarian troops to do 
the same. -Military experts here ex- 
press the belief that the entente pow- 
ers hardly will try to make good their 
reported threat to create a Gibraltar 
out of Snlonikl, the geographical and 
political situation of that place being 
regarded as unfitted for defensive pur- 
poses. However, if the ententA allies 
should try in this manner to create a 
base, it is declared, the artillery that 
reduced Antwerp would have some- 
thing to say. 


The entente allies would err, it is 


declared, in assuming that nny under- 
Inking in the Balkans would be too 
great for the central powers. The In- 
terests of Greece would In any case 
be respected, It Is stated, but the en- 
tente troops on Greek territory would 
be 
attacked 
energetically, 
which 


courses, 
it 
Is maintained,, 
nobody 


could condemn. The delimitation of 
the area would then be Greece's affair 
and would depend upon 
the 
move- 


ments of the entente troops. 


The utmost confidence is expressed 


In authoritative quarters 
here 
con^ 


cernlng the Balkan situation, since the 
central powers, it is claimed, are able 
to confront whatever forces Iho en- 
tente allies land at Salonikl or else- 
where with forces greatly superior in 
numbers. Tho lines of communication 
for the central allies and the Bulgari- 
ans already are In good 'condition, 
which Is hardly the case wilh the en- 
tente allies, it Is said.

Ciesla's wife argued his case for him, 
and made such an impression upon the 
board members that Agent Bates was 
Instructed to go before Judge Enright 
and state to him all tho facts In the 
case, and to abide by tho decision of 
the court, whether to ask for a warrant 
or not. In arguing her husband's case 
before the 
health board, Mrs. Clesla 


said: "Of course, people who corpe out 
here and who can't apeak English don't 
know the laws of this country. How 
Can they? 
It Isn't ray husband's trade 


to kill pigs. If It was. he would know- 
all about the laws. 
We know the law 


now and if we kill any more we will 
see to It that they are stamped before 
they are sold. 
When I lived nt homo 


about 12 years ago we used to have our 
pigs killed, and nobody ever was nsked 
about stamping them. I didn't know a 
law had been made since then which

It may be neces- 
sary for the United States and other 
neutrals to let Great Britain understand 
that 'no word or act' will be omitted to 
enforce their rights." 


British merchants and shippers are 


profiting greatly, he asserted, by ex- 
porting the very character 
of goods 


seized when shipped from the United 
States to neutral European ports. 


"The blockade ot neutral ports Is a 


deliberate disregard of neutral rights 
by Great Britain." Senator Smith con- 
tinued. "There can be no pretense that 
It Is sustained by the customs of na- 
tions. 


"Yet for eight months this dlsregar 


of the. sovereign rights of all neutra 
countries has been permitted to con 
tlnue, to the serious injury of the com 
merco of their citizens." 


Senator Smith denied that Great Brit 


aln could bo excused on the ground tha 
the United States had acted illegal! 
and improperly in a similar way In th 
Civil war. 


Remarking that the relations betwee 


the United States nnd Great Britain ha 
been

closer for a bund 


years, the senator added:

SAGAMORE, Dec. 10.—Miss 
Emma 


Plerson, 36 yean old, of Centervijle, 
was drowned and Mrs. Albert Slarck' 
and P. P.. 'Cooney, proprietor o£ tke 
Hotel Sagamore, were 
rescued . with 


much difficulty, when an automobile, 
in .which-they were about to start for 
Q»»».«rflfat, dropped 60 feet Into the 
•iape Cod Canal from the bride at thla 
point at 7 o'clock yesterday evening. 


The accident is the first of its kind 


and the moat peculiar that has ever 
happened In connection wlth^the'opor- 
atlon of the bridge. 


Kobert 
ilanson, 
operator 
of 
the 


driwbrlde, which Is lifted by eleclrln- 
Ity, worked the controlling lever from 
his house on the opposite side of the 
canal, more than 100 feet distant. 


II Is evident that he failed to see 


the automobile on the bridge when h*

the rear wheels 


propped and then heard the splash as 
,th« car' and occupants hit the water. 
Hiss Plerson 1« a sister of Mrs. Starck. 


The two men screamed for help and 


among those who responded to the call 
was Walter Palmer; who lives a con- 
ld>ra,ble distance from the bridge. 
He'ran along the path that paral- 


lels-the canal and when he was about 
half-way between the bridge and. his 
house he saw an object floating In the 
canal. 


He rushed down the rip-rap and saw 


Buzzard's bay for h«lp and the tug 
Catherine Moran was stnt down.

latlon to enable the New Haven to ac- 
quire control of the lioston

railroad and approval of the acquisi- 
tion after this had been accomplished. 


This was put lu by the government 


during tlie re-direct examination of 
Charles S. Mellen to controvert testi- 
mony by the defense to the effect that 
th'c New IJaven had legal sanction for 
the Boston & .Maine acquisition, 


Mr. Mellen admitted that Timothy 


E. Byrnes, vice president of 
the New 


Haven ami legislative agent, was In 
conference with the late Gov. Draper 
' on tire subject of the message that the 


governor sent tu the 
Massachusetts i 


•• legislature in 1905 recommending the ! 


passage of the lioston railroad holding 
act which enabled the New Haven to j 
control tho Boston & Maine and that a 
cony <xf the- hill was sent to the wit- 
ness "for suggestions," before It was 
sent'to the legislature. 


Judge Hunt declined to permit 
the 


.government to inquire whether In con- 
sideration C'f the passage of the 
act, 


Gov. Draper was to be allowed to name 
the president of the Boston & Maine.

would have brought wide recognition j 
to the average person, but only the im- 
mediate friends of tliis lad and those 
with whom he zanders around during 
lis leisure hours realize-his prowess as 
a water expert. 


His name is William Foster. He is 


a deaf, mute ;ind the son of Mr. anil Mrs. 
Stephen P. Foster. Five times In the 
past five years this young man has res- 
cued alone or with the assistance ot a ; 
companion, many persons whose lives 
were imperilled hy venturing too far 
beyond their depth or by other cause. 
Four other times lie has been called to 
spots where-drowning accidents occurred 
In the canals in this city and each time 
he succeeded In bringing the body to 
the shore; sometimes when lite was ex- 
tinct and sometimes when there, was a 
hope which faded away on account of 
slowness iu the arrival of medical as- 
sistance or some other reason. 


Though youns Foster has witnesses 


who have seen him execute his many 
rescues. It was learned yesterday that 
he is not entitled to a medal for any of 
his heroic deeds which 
have 
been 


praised by witnesses each time. Since 
he was a small boy young Foster has 
been an excellent swimmer. In fact, he 
has been the model of the other boys 
wherever he swims. 
For this reason, 


claim the Massachusetts Hu'mane soci- 
ety and other organizations which usu- 
ally recognize the saving of a human 
life by presenting a merial, this boy is 
not eligible for a medal. 
They state 


that on account of bis swimming abil- 
ity lie is fully capable of taking care 
of himself, even though he dives into 
a deep stream with all clothes on, and 
does not endanger his own life because 
of 
his 
water 
experience. 
Recently 


friends came to his aid and attempted 
to formulate a plan to secure a medal 
for the brave lad, hut they were dis- 
appointed when 
notified 
that "Foster 


had never put bis own life In danger." 


William Foster was born in Si! John. 


N'ew Brunswick, in 1SDS. A short time 
afterward he camo to Lowell with his 
family and thence mover! to Cambridge 
It was in Cambridge when he was hut 
five or six years of age that his father 
first took him to City Point and began 
his swimming lessons. 'Willie, as he is 
called hy his 
immediate 
friends In- 


stantly took to Ihe wnter and from'that 
day to this he has never missed an op- 
portunity to enjoy a swim whenever 
the weather permits. When very small 
Willie was sent to a. state school for 
deaf mutes in Hartford, where he con- 
tinued his favorite sport. 
While there 


he spent three and a half years and 
studied at a Beverly Institution for nine 
years. 
In all this time he developed 


as a swimmer until he became an ath- 
lete who was envied by all his fcflow- 
students.
